AoDlicant Representative Henry sent a proposed amendment for both independent claim 1 and 7 by email. 

Moreover. Henry argues that the office action filed on June 07. 201 1 should not be a final office action. Henry said 
"the changes made to independent claims 1 and 7 were present for examination in the preceding Office Action, the 
new ground of rejection of claims 1 and 7 made in the final office Action cannot be reasonable. " 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees, first of all. Examiner did not change the ground of rejection for the 

independent claim 7. Even though Applicant amended claim 7. the ground of reiection for independent claim 7. in the 
non-final reiecton dating 05/26/2010 and in the final office action dating 06/07/201 1. is still exactly the same (102 

reiection using Spencer). 

Regarding the independent claim 1. Examiner changed the ground of reiecton for claim 1 since Applicant amended 
calim 1 by adding the new limitation "independently and in real time": thus, the scope of the claim 1 has been 
changed. This new limitation was neither presented in the independent claim 1 nor in any of the dependent claims in 
the previous claims. Therefore, a final office action is appropriate according to the MPEP. 

Applicant representiative Henry agrees that he needs to file RCE with the proposed amendment since the final office 
action is appropriate. 



Furthermore. Applicant Barak. Applicant Representative Henry, and Examiner address the proposed 
amendment. In particular, we discussed the limitation" in real time, statisticaiy analyzing the responses to each ofth 
building blocks of said script by each of the olurlity of participants." Applicant Barak explained that the prior art Bezar 
teaches analyzing the response of each participant (paragaoh 0035): however, the invention teaches statistically 
analyzing the responses as a group such as statistical result that shows how many participants is going to attend a 
party. Examiner indicated that needs further clarified in the proposed claim .
